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FINAL ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Applicant perfected his foreign priority claim by filing a certified English translation of 
the Foreign Priority Application. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-8 and 10 based on JP 
2003-328262 to Yakura has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-8 and 10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mavis 
(US 3771479, previously cited), as set forth in the previous action. 

The reference teaches a method for making a three-dimensional embroidery by providing 
layers of fabric comprising a base layer 17, a top layer 11, and an intermediary layer 16, 
embroidering a pattem through the layers of fabric with thread S, cutting the intermediary layer 
at a height to separate the top and base layers, and removing the remaining intermediary layer 
fi-om at least one of the top and base layers (Figures 2 and 4-5; column 2, lines 20-66).

4. It is noted that Applicant did not submit any arguments with respect to the Mavis '479 
reference.
